A t last night’s session, Sedalia’s 
proposition to the grand iodge, to 
select this city as the headquar­ 
ters of the grand lodge, was sub­ 
mitted, and Hon. J. H. Bothwell 
rUiade a strong talk of twelve min­ 
utes’ duration in favor of the re­ 
moval from St. Louis here. 
Judge T . G. Rechow , of Boli­ 
var, chairman of the committee to 
whom 
the matter 
was referred, 
also spoke in favor of the change, 
his choice of location being Seda­ 
lia, of course. 
The two talks in favor of Seda­ 
lia had their effect upon the dele­ 
gates, and it wuis evident if a vote 
was taken at that time 
Sedalia 
would win. 
Judge R echow stated, 
however, that he did not care to 
push the matter, but desired to 
give St. Louis an opportunity to 
be heard from, and in consequence 
the matter went over until 
this 
morning. 
A fte r adjournment, the St. Louis 
delegation held a meeting in the 
dining room of Hotel Huckins and 
discussed the situation, outlining 
the plan of action to be pursued 
when the matter was called up to­ 


day. 
T he Sedalia committee named to 
submit the proposition to the grand 
lodge consisted of J. L. Babcock, 
J. M . Cannon and \VT F. Waller. 
T h ey offered to furnish four well- 
lighted rooms, together with heat 
and water, free of rent for a term 
of four years, and also a hall in 
which to hold the biennial meet­ 
ings of the grand lodge. 


A s soon as the grand lodge was 
called to order this 
morning it 
was plainly apparent that the St. 
Louisians had something up their 
sleeves, 
as 
it 
were. 
The head­ 
quarters proposition, for a term of 
four years, was taken up, when 
the S t. Louisians duplicated Seda­ 
lia’s offer of free rooms for the use 
of the grand officers, with light, 
fuel, janitor, etc. , thrown in. 


The matter was discussed at 


some length. 
Sedalia had able 


advocates at her back, but the St. 
Louisians met them with the asser- 


tlie state for the purpose of in­ 
creasing 
tlie 
membership — was 
next taken up. 
Heretofore there have been five 
of these deputies, who received a 
salarv of $100 a month and ex- 
pensss, each. 
Retrenchment appeared 
to 
be 
the watchword, however, and the 
♦ 
number was reduced to two, one 
of whom must be able to speak the 
German language. 
The salary was 
fixed at $75 a month and expenses. 
A fter some discussion, 
it was 
decided to give a commission of 
$2 for each new member brought 
in by a Workman, and if the grand 
lodge deputies are to receive tliis 
in addition to their salarv, which 
it is claimed they will they w on ’ t 
have a bad 
thing of it by any 
means. 


This afternoon 
the relief com­ 
mittee, to whom a number of ap­ 
peals had been referred, made its 
report, and in consequence several 
members who had been dropped 
from the roil for various causes 
were reinstated. 
The sum of $25 was voted to a 
member of the order who is in des­ 
titute circumstances. 
The question of reprcMmtation 
in future grand lodges will come up 
for discussion late this afternoon 
or at the night session, which is ab­ 
solutely necessary. 
Between 
$9, 000 
and 
$10, 000 
was paid out to the delegates this 
afternoon. 
Each delegate received 
$12— six days’ pay at $3 a day— 
and six cents a mile in the v^ay of 
mileage. 
The 
convention 
will 
adjourn 
sine die tonight. 


A fter two days’ balloting, the 
election of officers was concluded 
last evening. 
The gVeatest fight 
was for the position of medical ex­ 
aminer, for which there were near­ 
ly a score of candidates.
